COLUMBUS, O., June 8— 


Ten percent cut In tho wages 
and salaries of all state offici- 
als and employes was ordered 
by the House of Representa- 
tives finance committee today 
In an effort to slash $5,000,- 
000 from the biennial appro- 
priation bill. 


Before the order can J be- 


come effective It will have to 
be approved by the Senate 
Finance Committee as well an 
members of-both houses in re- 
gular roll call. 
In an attempt to slash several 


million more from the budget for 
the two-year period, the commit- 
tee this afternoon expected to de- 
lete nearly all the items calling 
for additions and detriments 
at 


state supported schools and uni- 
versities. 


In another action by the com- 


mittee today the appropriation for 
weak school districts was reduced 
$500,000 or from $10,500,000 to 
$10,000,000. 


COLUMBUS, O., June 8—The 


arduous tast of cutting millions of 
dollars from the big biennial ap- 
oropnation bill was resumed to- 


day by the senate and house fin- 
ance committees. 


Efforts is being made by both 


committees to come as close as 
possible to balancing the state's 
budget—by trimming the $42,000,- 
000 appropriation measure so that 
the state's operating expenses dur- 
ing the two-year period ending 
Jan. 1, 1933, will not exceed the 
revenues during the biennium. 


The present tax laws are expect- 


ed to yield approximately $38,000,- 
000 within this two-year period. 
If the big appropriation bill is not 
pared $16,000,000, it is expected 
that legislative leaders will urge 
the enactment of one or more of 
the pending taxation measures, in- 
cluding those providing for the 
levying of taxes upon cigarettes 
and other tobacco products, soft 
drink and malt, and a sale tax, or 
the taxing of chain stores. 


The house faces an unusually 


busy week. It is scheduled to de- 
bate, at a morning session Tues- 
day, the question of passing the 
big intangible tax bill which passed 
the senate. Next will come simi- 
lar action on the motor vehicle 
tax bill which, also, passed the sen- 
ate last week.
